A ^>panish Dinner. 


Our bill of fare created a sensation. 
The landlord and all the waiters came 
in turns to look at the extraordinary 
Englishmen 
who had such 
gigantic 
appetites. 
Here is the exact menu. 
We 
began 
with olives and pickled 
pimentos 
and gaindelias and chilis. 
These were the hors cVaiuvres. Then 
cigarettes. 
Then we had an ordinary 
thin soup, followed by cigarettes; and 
then 
came the great national 
dish, 
called cocido. 
If you have a good dish 
of cocido (pronounced cothido, because 
of the Sjianish lis]> given to the c liefore 
certain vowels) you have a good deal 
for your dinner. It is a savory stew 
of chicken, potatoes, sausage, 
bacon 
and white beans, all boiled up with 
pieces of beef. 


The foreigner who is suddenly con- 
fronted with a huge dish of cocido and 
promptly requested to help bimself is 
in some difiSculty. 
He takes a spoonful 
at hazard. 
The waiter still stands at 
his elbow. 
"The senor has only taken 
beans." 
Again you make a dash with 
the spoon and secure something else. 
The waiter stares, but does not move 
away. 
"The 
senor has only 
taken 
sausage," 
The senor, 
confused, re- 
quests the waiter to assist him; and 
then the process, though slow, is inter- 
esting. A spoonful of beans on the 
plate; then, selected with the greatest 
care, a piece oí chicken; then a patient 
search for a slice of sausage, buried 
under a mound of cabbage; then the 
cabbage itself; then a minute devoted 
to a voyage of discovery in search of the 
nicest piece of beef; then an exploration 
in search of a succulent morsel of ba- 
con ; then a spoonful of potatoes, and 
then, over all, an extra spoonful of the 
beautiful gravy. I timed my waiter, 
and he took six minutes and a half to 
help me to cocido. 
When the dish 
passes down a table d'hote it takes 
about an hour to go round. It is for 
this reason that the 
Spaniards 
help 
themselves all together at the same 
üme from the common dish. 


The next item after cigarettes was a 
Spanish salad. 
This salad is prepared 
in a peculiar way and spread out upon 
bread into which the oil and vinegar 
have been allowed to soak. 
This, too, 
was excellent. 
Thern more cigarettes, 
then a cheese made of honey and cream 
and several other ingredients which re- 
quire to be taken on trust, and then, 
after more cigarettes, 
some 
"angel's 
hair," which is really a preparation ol 
orange rind very thinly shreded. 


The wines with this feast were Val- 
depeñas—a red wine made from grapes 
CTOwn on the rockly plains around 
Madrid—and Jerez, which, of course, is 
sherry. 


To finish the evening in a real Span- 
bh way, after going to a rather low 
Spanish cafe to see the real Spanish 
dancing, we had before retiring to rest 
"Dos chocolates 
con pfca 
tastes;" 
and 
that, if you please, is two cups of thick 
* 
chocolate with square fingers of bread 
beautifully fried in olive oiL 
And w« 
weren't ül—Georae 
R. 
Simms. 


RIOT IN MHESTER! 


Laborers on the Rochester 
Streets 


Strike 
for $1.75 a b a y - 


Blot Ensues and Much 


Bloodshed the 


Kesult. 


K O O S B S T K B , N . T . , June 28.—Yester- 
day morning nearly all the union labor- 
ers employed on the city streets to the 
number of 400 struck for an advance of 
wages to $1.75 per day. 
The contrac- 
tors put some non-union men at work. 
Later in the forenoon squads of strikers 
appeared at various parts of the city 
where the non-union men were, and in 
many cases forced them ofi the work. 
At a sewer on Goodman street the strik- 
ers tried to stop the engineer, when a jet 
of steam was thrown on them from a 
pipe, and after a sharp fight they were 
driven ofl. This afternoon serious trouble 
occured in Gerham street, which is be- 
ing improved. 
A mob of over 200 as- 
sembled and began to intimidate the 
men at work there. 
Thee pohcemen en- 
deavored to disperse them, but were 
unable, 
and an additional squad of 
officers with two lieutenants was sent to 
the place. 
The mob began stoning the 
officers who, finding their clubs useless, 
opened fire with their revolvers, finally 
clearing the street. The fight lasted but 
ten minutes, but during that time Police- 
man Moran, Burns and Sullivan were 
severely injured with stones. 
Three 
strikers were badly clubbed. 
One man 
was shot through the upper part of the 
head. 
Last evening it was learned two 
others were shot, but had been convey^ 
awav by their friends. 
One of them is 
now reported dead. 


R O C H E S T E R , N . Y., 
June 
28.—Thir- 
teen rioters are now under arrest and 
others will be. 
They are all Mecklen- 
burgers, Bohemians and Italians. One 
of the wounded strikers will likely die. 


Desperate Fight Between White Officers 
and Jiegroes. 


N E W OKLEANK, June 2 8 . — A 
riot oc- 
curred at Oak Kidge yesterday, 
about 
5:30 o'clock, in which one white man 
and six negroes were killed and several 
white men dangerously wounded. The 
particulars are as follows: 


Yesterday evening, a negro man, liv- 
ing in the vicinity of Oak Bidge, as- 
saulted a white girl. 
He was arrested 
about 7 o'clock. 
When deputies were 
taking him to the calaboose they were 
fired upon by six negroes, wonnding 
Deputies Baker and 
Gardner. The 
negroes then dispersed to their rendez- 
vous at a negro cabin two miles from 
town. 
The officers on approaching the 
cabin were fired upon and one of their 
number killed and three dangerously 
wounded. 
During the melee which fol- 
lowed six negroes were killed. 
Town 
Marshal John 
Conger, who received 
eleven bullet wounds, died at 3 o'clock 
to-day. 


Shot Down Indefinitely. 


WooNsocKET, R. L , June 28.—The 
three large cotton mills at Manville have 
shut down indefinitely on account of the 
weavers strike and the mill officials have 
notified all the former employes to quit 
the company's tenements. 
When busi- 
ness is resumed new help will be engaged 
irrespective of former service. 
No pro- 
position of settlement will be entertained. 
The operatives, who number 2,000, are 
mostly French Canadians and are fast 
leaving the village. 


Harvard Winn, 


N E W LONDON, Conn., June 
28.—The 
eighth annual row for a mile straight 
away race between eight oared crews of 
Harvard university and Columbia col- 
lege, was rowed yesterday afternoon on 
the Thames river course, and proved to 
be one of the most hotly contested races 
ever rowed, both crews beating the 
rocord of twenty minutes and thirty-one 
seconds made by Yale in 1884. The 
official time is: Harvard, 20:20; Columbia, 
20:29.

AT LINDENWOOD. 


A Stroll Among the Silent Tombs of 


The City of the Dead. 


At no time in the year is Lindenwood 
seen to better advantage than it is now, 
when nature has combined with the 
hands of living ones to make the place 
picturesque and attractive 
The decora- 
tions of memorial day are still on many 
of the graves and the flags are standing 
that mark the last resting places of those 
who died in defense of their country's 
cause. 
Everywhere through the ceme- 
tery can be seen the attention that the 
living pay to the dead. 
Many of the 
places where loved ones lay are visited 
weekly, the grass cut and flowers and 
emblems placed over their remains, and 
everything shows that the memories of 
the departed ones are kept alive. 


Situated in the extreme western hmits 
of the city, away from the noise, the 
turmoil and confusion of a busy metro- 
polis, the cemetery lies on an elevated 
tract of land that is covered with just 
enough of the old forest trees and the 
civilized evergreen to make it a cool, 
shady and bewitching retreat. 
The tall 
trees and shrubbery protect one from 
the hot rays of a summer's sun, and the 
festive ground squirrels, which inhabit 
them, give the silent city an air of life 
that takes away from the lonely wanderer 
much of the depressing solemnity that 
is apt to come over him while treading 
its hallowed ground. 


Death's sure and regular tread is 
rapidly 
filling up the grounds with 
graves and over them have been erected 
many costly and handsome monuments. 
Some of them are beautiful in design 
and architectnrej 
and one is puzzled 
while passing among them to pick out 
the monument in Lindenwood which for 
beauty in art should head the 
list. 
There is the tall, plain 
and always 
beautiful 
marble shaft, the pedestal, 
with its magnificent statuary, the low 
and handsome piece of solid masonry 
with its ornamental designs, the impos- 
ing vault with its heavy doors and rich 
masonry, and numbers of others which 
are so beautiful that even a critical eye 
is pnzzled to determine the handsomest. 
Certain it is that Lindenwood is a beau- 
tiful place and can boast of as many mag- 
nificent masolenms erected to the mem- 
ory of the dead as any city the size of 
Fort Wayne in the west. 
Strangers 
who enter our beautiful cemetery are 
charmed with the architectural display 
which the visit affords and those who 
have loved ones there should continue to 
improve, ornament 
and beautify the 
place.

NBW YORK, June 28.—The opening of 
the stock market was very exciting this 
morning and all the big speculators seem 
to be at war with each other. 
There 
has been no time since the days of 
Drew, Little and other old time opera- 
tors that individuals made such efforts 
personally in the stock exchange as they 
have done at the close yesterday and the 
opening this morning. Beading was the 
scene of the greatest excitement and the 
bulls in that stock did their best to sup- 
port it at 48, but the attacks were too 
rapid and they were forced to give way. 
Manhattan was the weakest stock. I t 
closed last night at 130 and opened this 
morning at 129. 
There were no buying 
orders whatever in the stock and it de- 
clined 2 per cent, 
at a time on each 100 
shares sold and is now ofi 8 per cent, 
from last night's close. 


11:45 a. m.—The reports of the ship- 
ment of $1,000,000 in gold has had a 
good effect on the market and "shorts" 
have generally been covering. 
Money 
is still scarce and call loans are being 
made at rates equal to 30 per cent, per 
annum. 


2:15 p. m.—A sharp reaction with 
higher prices in the stocks after 12 
o'clock shows advances from ^ to 3 per 
cent. 
Afterward this is quieted and 
now is barely active and rather heavy.

Mrs. Hatfield, of Maysville, was in 
the city on Sunday, spending the day 
with her son William, an employe in the 
Bass works. 


J . F, Pieper, a well-known machinist 
of the Wabash shops, who has been on 
the sick list for some time, is now im- 
proving and will be able to resume his 
duties in the shop in a few days. 


George Meyer, an employe in the 
moulding rooms of the Bass foundry, is 
an accomplished cornetist and his Satur- 
day evening serenades charm his hear- 
ers. George's reputation as a player is 
not confined to the shops. 


The May statement of the Pennsyl- 
vania company shows that all lines west 
of Pittsburg, for the five months ending

BY HIS OWN HAND. 


A Port Huron Business Man Ends His 


Miseries With a Pistol. 


PoKT HTTBON. Mich., June 28—Arthur 
Edward Hamilton, son of Samuel W. 
Hamilton, shot himself in the head at 
his parents' home about 7 o'clock yester- 
day morning. He came from Kansas 
City last Monday, sick. He had been 
an invalid for two years, compelling him 
to relinquish positions in banks at Den- 
ver and Kansas Citv. 
He suffered from 
insomnia. His physician 
gave him 
medicine, and Saturday night he went 
to sleep. 
Sunday morning his mother 
went to his room to call him for break- 
fast, but found him sleeping and did not 
disturb him. 


She went frequently to the room after- 
ward, finding him still asleep, sleeping 
quietly until 7 o'clock 
this 
morning, 
when his mother went to his room. He 
expressed regret that he awakened, as 
he was having such a happy slumber, 
free from trouble. 
She was soon after 
startled by the report of a revolver, and 
rushing to his room, found him lying on 
his pillow dead, a revolver in his right 
hand, and a bullet hole in his right 
temple. 
The doctor pronounced his 
death instantaneous. 
He had not inti- 
mated suicide, and the family did not 
know he had a revolver. 
He was thirty- 
nine years old, and left a wife at Kansas 
City.

Meals on Shipboard. 


The 
Captain of a sailing-ship was 
asked by his wife if she could give the 
sailors a good dinner. 
He replied that 
he 
was afraid it would make them 
saucy. 
She finally prevailed. 
A fine 
turkey was procured from shore and 
given to the cook, who served it up in 
good order and gave it to the sailors. 
One gave a scrutinizing 
look and ex- 
claimed: 
"What is this old bird doing 
h e r o ? " 
A n o t h e r said: 
" I wonder how 
old it is? 
Must have died of old a y e . " 
The third remarked that if it had been 
good for anything 
they 
would have 
kept it in the cabin. 
They finally hovo 
it overboard and made a dinner of "salt 
horse." 
The Captain's wife, after that, 
never meddled with 
her husband's 
house-keeping. 


Each 
sailor furnishes his own tin 
plate, coflee-cup, and knife and fork- 
He has no table, with chairs placed for 
his convenience. 
When grub is ready 
to be served the cook gives the signal. 
A sailor comes and receives a pan of 
bread; another takes ^ pan of beef, the 
third takes the large coffee-pot, with 
hash or potatoes, as the cook chooses. 
The bill of ftae is fixed by law. 
At the 
beginning of the voyage the Captain 
calls his crew aft and inquires if there 
are any who wish to have their 
food 
weighed. 
They always prefer to eat as 
much as they can "stow away." 


The cook frequently 
goes into the 
cabin and asks for a piece of silver, 
which he puts into the frying-pan with 
the spluttering iish. 
If the silver turn» 
black he considers the fish to have been 
poisoned. 
He says they sometimes eat 
the copper from the bottom of a ship or 
from copper 
banks. 
The silver ia 
usually found to be bright and shining^ 
and the luxury of a fresh fish dinner is 
enjoyed with unadulterated happiness. 


One day a sailor was eating his ra- 
tions during rough weather, when the 
ship gave a lurch and a piece of beef 
went galloping across the deck. The 
sailor raised his fork, and, making a 
dash for the beef, shouted: "Stop that 
horse!" 
The sailors called their beef 
"salt horse." 
The story which they 
tell is this: 
"One voyage, 
when the 
beef was particularly tough, a horse- 
shoe was found in the bottom of the 
beef-barreL " 


The sailors eat in the forecastle. 
I f 
they are disposed they can rig them- 
selves a table; otherwise they must sit 
around on trunks or the deck in rough 
weather and take their rations. The 
ofiicers eat with the Captain in the 
cabin, where a table is set and furnished 
the same as at home. A rack is used 
in rough weather to keep the dishes 
from dancing. I f there is a good cook 
on board everything goes well, but an 
unskilled cook makes all hands 
miser- 
able. 


During severe storms the cook has 
many trials trying to serve his meals. 
In carrying the dinner from the galley 
to the cabin he is sometimes struck by 
a heavy sea, the basket washed from his 
grasp, the dinner and dishes wrecked. 
On one occasion the cook of a bark was 
struck by a sea and washed overboard, 
dinner, basket, and all. 
It was beyond 
the power of his shipmates to save him. 


Often a porpoise is harpooned and 
then there is great 
excitement. The 
liver and heart taste similar to those of 
a hog, but one must be exceedingly 
hungry to enjoy the meat. 
It has one 
virtue—that of being fresh. 
The oil is 
usually saved, being quite 
valuable. 
That found in the head is much es- 
teemed for oiling clocks. 


During the rough weather passengers 
do not attempt to sit at the table, but 
take whatever they 
require in their 
I hands and eat the best ther can.

Funerals in Egjpt- 


Behind them comes the funeral car, 
or rather a sort of bier, bearing a great 
red shawl in which the body is de- 
posited, says the Brooklyn 
Magazine, 
describing a funeral in Egypt. At the 
extremity of the bier on a perch is 
placed the turban or the tarbouche of 
the defunct. 
Two men carry this bier. 
They follow with such high 'spirits the 
movements of the head of the cortege 
that the corpse, rocked in every direc- 
tion, seems to jump under the shawl 
that shrouds it. 
The women bring up 
the rear, some on asses, some on foot. 
The first row is formed of weepers, or 
rather screamers, who send forth toward 
heaven at each step the shrillest notes. 
The weepers hold in their hand a hand- 
kerchief, with which they are not solici- 
tous of wiping their eyes perfectly dry, 
but which they pull by the two ends 
behmd their head \vith a gesture that 
would be desperate if it were not drolL 
On arrival at the cemetery they take 
the corpse from the bier to cast it, such 
as it is, into the grave. 
The grand 
funerals, however, take place 
with 
much more solemnity. 
An important 
personage is hardly dead in Egypt be- 
fore his friends and acquaintances hurry 
to the house ; during one or two days 
they eat and drink attho expense of the 
dead, or rather his heirs, indulging in 
the noisiest demonstrations. 
When the 
hour of the interment 
arrives a soene 
of the wildest character is produced- 
T h e slaves and women of t h e household 
t h r o w 
themselves on t h e corpse a n d 
feign a determination to h i n d e r i t from 
passing the threshold. 
This lugubrious 
tragedy is played conscientiously; they 
snatch away the coflin ; they delay each 
other with blows, and the most violent 
and frightful clamor is heard. 
At last 
the procession leaves the house and re- 
pairs to the cemetery, preceded by 
camels loaded with victuals, which are 
distributed to the poor hurrying in 
crowds along the road. 
All along the 
road the mourners and friends of the 
family fight for the honor of bearing the 
bier for an instant, and thus it passes or 
rather bounds from hand to hand amid 
the most friehtfnl disorder.
